Stop Work On Warships 


Million Pounds 

London.—All private shipbuilding 
yards throughout the country, num- 
bering about twenty, are affected by 
the government -order that all work 
be stopped on warships except those 
about to be launched. 

The Admiralty yards at Chatham, 
Devonport and Portsmouth will -not 
stop, however, as they are entirely 
occupied with the refitting of 2,700 
steamérs which are about to besre- 
turned to the owners from whom 
they were requisitioned for war ser- 
vice. Among the warships being 
built at private yards are cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines, and the 
work on some of these may be con- 


; tinued, according to the Mail, if it is 


found cheaper to complete them than 
to break them up. 

Shipbuilders must be liberally com- 
pensated in cases where contracts ate 
broken, but although several million

Market For 
Horses Wanted 


New Dominion Minister of Agricul- 
ture Outlines Some of 


His Ideas 
Calgary.—Dr. F. S.'Tolmie, new 
Dominion minister of agriculture; 


Hon, Arthur Meighen, minister of 
the interior; Hon. J, A. Calder, min- 
ister. of immigration and coloniza- 
tion, were the chief speakers at a 
noonday luncheon of the Calgary 
board of trade. Hon. Charles Stew- 
art, premier of Alberta, was present 
also. 

One of the chief points pressed by 
Dr, Tolmie in his address was that 
more attention should be given to 
mixed farming and the cattle indus- 
try. He emphasized the necessity of 
paying more attention to the British 
market. and also that across the 
Pacific. He dwelt at some length on 
the subject of improving” breeds of 
cattle, and announced that the fed- 
eral department of agriculture was 
preparing to give prizes for steers at 
fat stock shows. 

Dr. Tolmie also. relatéd how the 
market for high-bred. dairy cattle, 
especially Holsteins from Canada, 
was becoming constantly wider 
across the line. 

The speaker referred to the im- 
portance of finding a market for light 
horses in Alberta. There was a 
inarket in Poland, where the horses 
and cattle. had been stolen by 
Germans, but the instability of the 
government there made it impossible 
to extend credit. The Americans had 
shipped in some 200,000 head, and 
there was need of another 100,000. 
There also was a necd of such horses 
in Siberia. 

He extended his sympathy 
promised all the assistance in his 
power to the farmers, in the drouth- 
stricken arca of the west. 

Hon, J. A. Calder recalled that he 
had been a resident of Alberta in 
894, 1895 and 1896, and prophesied 
a great future for that section of the 
Dominion, in spite of the drouth. 

He said the ministers had come out 
to personally investigate the -alarm- 
ing reports of the drouth, He had 
been travelling” in the Saskatchewan 
drouth areas and found the situatign 
not so bad as reported; nevertheless, 
it must be met. Difficulties in the 
past had been overcome through the 
western spirit. We must endeavor, 
he said, to avoid a repetition of the 
He thought something 
could be done. “ There were exten- 
sive areas in Sotithern 
Saskatchewan that could be. irrigat- 
cd. Wherever that was {casible, it 
must be done, 

Referring to the big war debt of 
$1,950,000, he said that governments 
had got int6 the habit of spending 
during the War regardless of cost. 
This had got down to the individual 
citizen, but if we were to get over 
the “hill we must get these extrava- 
gant ideas out of our heads. It was 
only by work and saving that we 
could win out. In his visit west, if 
there was one thing that had struck 
him, it was the extravagant expendi- 
ture on every hand in the cities. A

Apparently at Last to Find Perman-

The island of Cyprus, the third 
largest body of land in the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, after having been passed 
around among the nations from the
